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Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: in each of the 
claims, since there are two members each having a shank and a head, each of the 
shanks and head should be referred to in different terms so it is clear which shank and 
which head is being referred to. For example in claim 1 , line 9 includes "threaded 
shank" and since there are two threaded shanks it is unclear which is referred to the 
same is relevant to lines 12, 14 and 19. Additionally, in claim 2, line 11, is appears 
some wording is missing between "the hollow shank portion" and "said outer shell 
portion". Also, in claims 5 and 8, line 3, the "thread" is a double inclusion since a thread 
has already been defined. Lastly, in claim 7, line 15, "a torque transmitting sleeve is a 
double inclusion". Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 would be allowable once the objections as noted above have been 
corrected. The prior art does not disclose a mechanical and adhesive fastener having 
combined in the context of the claims an internally and externally threaded connecting 
member, drive screw threadedly received in internal thread of the connecting member to 
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expel an adhesive and, a torque limiting sleeve between the connecting member and 
drive screw for controlling the application of pressure to expel the adhesive.
